1. This action is responsive to communications: original application filed 04/19/2000. 

2. Claims 1-63 are currently pending in this application. Claims 1, 25, 29, 31, 33, 34, 38, 40, 
41, 42, 49, 50, 51, 52, 54, and 56 are independent claims. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required imder 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-24, 31, 32, 38, 39, 41, 44, 46, 50, 52, 53 and 56-63 are drawn to a 
computer security system included policy builder feature, classified in class 713, subclass 201. 

II. Claims 25-30, 45, 54, and 55 are drawn to data processing presentation included 
graphic user interface feature, classified in class 715 subclass 514. 

III. Claims 33 and 47 are drawn to digital processing system included authentication 
of an entity features classified in class 713 subclass 170. 

rv. Claims 34-37, and 48 are drawn to digital processing system including a network 
server, classified in class 709 subclass 203. 

V. Claims 40, 42, 43, 49, 5 1 are drawn to data processing presentation included 
structured document format, classified in class 715 subclass 513. 

4. The inventions are distinct, each fi*om the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I through IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 

single combination. The subcombinations are distinct fi^om each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention (I) has separate utility such as policy builder, 
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invention (II) has separate utility such as a graphic user interface, invention (III) has separately 
utility such as an authentication component, invention (IV) has separate utility such as network 
server, invention (V) has separate utility such as policy builder with an XML format 
(See MPEP § 806.05(d)). 

5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

6. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group I is not required for Group II, Group III is not required for Group IV, and Group Iv not 
required for Group V, restrictions for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
